Little has been accomplished In 
Hawaiian legislation at the Cap- 


itol alnce my telegram telling of the 
passage of the apportionment bill.

>crfunctory and lacking in features 
that there is little need of further men- 


- tioii of it. Senator Foraker, In calling 


up the matter, asked that the House 
tin. Instead of the Senate bill, be con- 
sMtered and this was agreed to. He 
mentioned, in passing, that the bill 
•which the House enacted had, by some 
inadvertence, been refetred to the com- 
nittee on territories instead of to the 
committee on Pacific Islands and Porto 
M«o. In the meantime Senator For- 
aker's committee had gone on consid- 
ering the subject and'giving bearings 
•without knowing what had become of 
Ike House bill. However, the Senate 
readily consented to substitute the 
House bill In place of the Senate bill 
a»d It passed without further debate. 
Ttat eliminated the necessity for a 
conference and the bill was several 
day* ago signed by Speaker Henderson 
and President pro tern Frye and for- 
,-warded to President Roosevelt for his 
approval. It has not yet been returned 
from the White House and printed as 
.a law but'will undoubtedly appear In 
that form within a short time.

Mr. J. D. Dole of Honolulu was here 


a few days ago. He has been studying 
•extensively tbe details of packing pine- 
apple* and will return to Hawaii In 
th* course of a few weeks with some 
enthusiastic Ideas about raising pine- 
apple* on the Islands. He talked with 
wrveral packers in Baltimore and found 
they were ready to purchase all the 
product from Hawaii he could furnish 
them. 
"I could have Bold an order 


for tlB.OOO to one of the brokers In Bal- 
timore." said Mr. Dole to me. "There 
the pineapples are brought in from the 
Bahamas and other parts of the West 
Indies. A duty of 7-10 a cent la paia 
on each pineapple but there would b» 
no duty on those raised In Hawaii I 
xm confident «e can build up a large 
nrxJ profitable Industry In pineapples in 
Hawaii " 


Mr. Dole went to th»» Agricultural 


ivpartment to <atk with tbe official! 
Ibfre about various topic*. Including 
M« pineapple project*, and received no 
little encouragement. Incidentally be 
wnght a reiTBJaOon from the Secre-' 
tary.

An interesting young man, tall as his { 


distinguished kinsman, the Governor of 
Hawaii, trod the mosaic at the St James 
yesterday attemoon and inscribed him- 
self as J. D. Dole, of Honolulu. Although 
little more than a boy, he represents 
some large commercial interests In 
the 


Islands, and has been staying with his 
father at Jamaica Plains, Mass, for some 
months. He started Washingtonward In 
company with Gov. Dole, but at New 
York branched off toward Baltimore. 


Yesterday he called" to "see the "Secre- I 


tary of Agriculture, Mr. Wilson. His was 
an unusual errand—bow to keep snakes 
out of the Islands of the Territory of the 
mid-Pacific. With the best of good na- 
ture he waited in the ante-room tlll^the 
Secretary could see him, and then tH^Jall 
young man made known his errand, alter 
presenting his letter of introduction 


"Are you trying to be a St. Patrick of 


Hawaii rf Inquired Secretary Wilson, as 
he laid aside hia spectacles and looked 
scarchingly at the young man. 


Mr. Dole explained why he had come to 


talk 
about the 
exclusion of snakes. 


"There are no snakes hi Hawaii," said he, 
"but we are fearing every day they will 
be introduced there. 
The local officials 


used to assume the authority to forbid 
the landing of snakes, but that day Is 
gone by and not long ago the Treasury 
officials decided that they did not have 
the authority to exclude snakes from 
landing In the Territory." 


"Well, I have considerable authority 


over the movements of animals of vari- 
ous kinds here in the States," remarked 
Secretary Wilson, meditatively, "but I am 
afraid I have not the authority to issue a 
regulation as to snakes In Hawaii. Per- 
haps I shall be able to have the question- 
taken up at a Cabinet 
meeting soon," 


continued the Secretary, buoyantly, aa 
though a new Idea had come to him. 


This pleased young Dole, who is very 


much In earnest about the matter. You 
see," he added, "while we have kept the 
snakes away In years gone by, we are 
now in considerable terror lest they be 
Introduced on our Island* by accident. We 
have not allowed any snakes to come 
there with circuses. But the soldiers re- . 
turing from the Philippines are bring- 
ing Iota of snakes with them. Out there 
the people seem to 
keep them as pets, I 
as well as to catch rats, and the soldiers ' 
take the snakes back home a* mascots. I 
Aa I have said, we are very much afraid 
lest some of these snake* get loose from 
the transports. Once on tbe Islands, the 
mongoose, a* a pest, would not be in it 
with them. 
"That is because the Island* would be a 


perfect paradise for snakes," added Mr 
Dole. "There Is lots of underbrush where 
they would thrive. 
They would soon 


certainly become a perfect nuisance." 
"I shin try to persuade the Cabinet to 


discuss the advisability of some precaa- j 
tlon against the pest." reiterated Secre- j 
tiry Wilson.

Coral land is said 
to be ideal soil for sisal cultivation. 


"The request of Mr. Knudsen," said 


Mr. Turner yesterday, "makes it evi- 
dent to me that the sisal industry has 
now become an important factor in the 
Hawaiian Islands. Not only has a re- 
quest for bulbs come from Kaual, but 
a gentleman on Maul is making plans 
to devote considerable of bis acreage 
to sisal. There will always be a de- 
rcand for sisal. The fiber la being more 
arid more extensively used and for 
many more things than a few years 
ago. The demand is great for sisal 
for binding twine for harvesters, and 
one firm in. Chicago is turning out 30,- 
000 miles of the twine per day. Tbe 
largest hawser that was ever used was 
a fourteen-inch affair used In towing 
the great log raft along the Pacific 
Coast. Sailors don t like It, for It is 
too stiff, but sisal withstands the chem- 
ical action of salt water better than 
manila. 


"When our prospectus was issued 


several years ago fee said that 3% 
cents would be a pretty good price to 
receive for our product, but the pres- 
ent prices will give us between 8 and 
10 cents f. o. b. Honolulu. We have 
been ready to take off onr product for 
se\eral months, but have been com- 
pelled to wait for machinery. 


'"She long time required to bring the 


first crop of sisal to development—four 
years with us—has scared moat Invest- 
or", because they believed that it would 
take four years before other result* 
were obtained 
After the first four 


years the crop will be taken off con- 
tinuously 
As ioon as we are through 


with the last row, we will be ready to 
commence on the first again, and *o on. 
Then there Is tne increased acreage 
being tilled all the time. 


"We are going to make an elaborate 


display at the St. Louis Exposition. I 
met Mr. Barrett, the Fair Commis- 
sioner, and he suggeated that we have 
an exhibit of Che sisal industry, and one 
an extensive scale. We intend to dis- 
play growing plants, show the method 
of cleaning the raw material, and pos- 
sibly show tome in the process of being 
manufactured "

Do we ever stop to think what man- 
ner of man it IB who can meet the tests 
which Shakespeare set for players T It 
is not merely that he shall follow tfie 
advice which Hamlet gives the actors 
of the King: to let his own discretion 
be his tutor; to suit the action to tfce 
word and the word to tbe action; to. 
show virtue her own f»ature, scorn her 
own image and the very age and body 
of the time bis form and pressure. It 
is not merely these qualities that onr 
player must have, but to quote W 
phrase of Antony, "wit and words ta& 
worth, action and utterance and »e 
powor of speech to rtlr men's blooo, 
There must be a great roan to fit the 
great play, else the play shall suffer at, 
his hands. There must be a mind spa- 
cious enough to hold the spirit aa well 
as the thoughts of Shakespeare; to fe«l 
and live the noble part It all goes eas- 
ily upon the stage, but that Is because 
intellect and sympathy, genius and 
hklll and the power for bard, unyield- 
ing work are there. 
Frederick Wante will leave Honol»lu 


much to remember him by, much to 
think of and ponder <W*fi'«»d mucb to 
seek again. To him and to the artists 
with whom he is surrounded, this trop- 
ic capital, so lonely in the seas, liTteg 
to much -within its own thoughts *nd 
experiences', owes the cbaflw t« W* 
itself for the moment in otber realms 
and among other men and customs.

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THE SUGAR BOUNTIES. 


It 18 by no means certain that the 


action of the Brussels Congress in re- 
gard to sugar bounties will be ratified 
in the time marked out by all the 
bounty paying governments of Europe. 
If not, then the whole scheme goes by 
the board. Many States, however, are 
solid for repeal. The German Imperial 
Council has Just approved the propos- 
aU of the conference and-wlll soon pass 
them on to the Reichstag. The favor- 
able course ot that body is not difficult 
t» foresee, some of the foremost of the 
former advocates of the bounty now 
being eager for its repeal. Besides, the 
German masses have become tired of 
paying eight cents a pound for their 
sugar when the export price at 
„ 
_ _ — 
tne 


wharf at Hamburg fa a little over two 
cents a pound. It grieves the Germans 
that what is a cheap article of neces- 
sity with the people of the United 
States and Great Britain has been 
made for them a dear luxury by the 
arbitrary operation of the bounty law. 


Of the favorable action of Germany, 


Castro-Hungary and Belgium, on the 
repeal of the sugar-bounties, there may 
be little cause for doubt; but what 
France will do is not clear. France to 
the starting place of the sugar bounty, 
and although the French consumers 
pay'more for their sugar than the Ger- 
mans, there is a powerful agricultural 
Interest In favor of keeping up the 
bounties. The protectionist Waldeck- 
Rousseau ministry has just been sus- 
tained at 'the., elections. In large degree 
by the votes ot -thex farmers. On this 
account the ministry may well be loath 
to encounter a large body of Its sup- 
porters ^n, this o,uestion in the Cham- 
ber 'of 'Deputies, and may find some 
reason for postponing its consideration. 
Bren though repeal of the sugar boun- 
ties should be pressed as a Ministerial 
measure which would save a large sum 
la the overburdened French budget, it 
might not give the ultra protectionists 
under the lead of M. Meline much tr&u- 
ble to muster a majority In the Cham- 
-Jjer against it. Rather than take the 
•risk of overthrow on such a .question 
the Ministers would be likely to in- 
definitely postpone the repeal of the 
sugar bounties. 


THE COMING FOURTH. 


Thank* to the early initiative of Gov- 


ernor Cooper, the fourth of July cele- 
bration this year will have a long 
enough foreground to enable the com- 
mittees to organize a fine display. It 
too often happens In getting up cele- 
brations of any kind, that the start Is 
so delayed that the result suffers both 
in detail and general effect. As things, 
are, the Grand Marshal will have time 
to organize a worthy parade, the speak- 
er will have time to get up bis address, 
and the fireworks men will have time 
to fill an order. It will be our own 
fault, therefore, If our celebration, the 
weather being favorable, shall not come 
off with great eclat. 
Honolulu has long been famous for 
its observance of the American nation- 
al day. Under the monarchy the Amer- 
icans here made a great event of the 
Fourtb. They were called together by 
their Minister to lay out the plan, 
abundant money was raised, a proces- 
sion came off and there was a Crowd 
out for the speaking. Usually the sov- 
ereign received on that' day and his 
Premier made a formal call on the en- 
voy of the United States. The Royal 
troops paraded and a fine show they 
gave. It was also the custom for the 
diplomatic and consular corps to at- 
tend the literary exercises. In this con- 
nection it is recalled that the British 
Minister finally begged 
off on 
the 


ground that he ought not to be ex- 
pected to sit by during the reading of 
the Declaration and hear "his late 
Majesty, King George the Third," so 
ruthlessly maligned. 
Since annexation the Fourth has not

THE TERRITORIAL FLAG. 


This paper has received from Mr. 
J. J. Wlcke a sketch of a Territorial 
flag which, in his view, Hawaii may 
properly adopt. It is a handsome en- 
sign, the corner being occupied by a 
black field upon which is the American 
shield surrounded by eight stars In 
striking and picturesque array. 
The 
stripes are twelve in number, black, 
white and red. "The new flag," writes 
Mr. Wicke, "represents the old and the 
new Hawaiian flag and the colors of 
Germany and America." 
The only trouble with the design is 
that it is eclipsed by the flag Hawaii 
now possesses, the old banner of the 
monarchy, the provisional government 
and the republic and now by common 
consent the particular flag of the Ter- 
ritory. There are thousands here who 
love that flag and It is, withal, a beau- 
Hful creation. That it should be kept, 
as a sign of historical continuity, and 
because It belongs here and is of native 
origin, is a fact which few people will 
care to dispute.

The Fishing Rights 


Will Cost 


Money. 


Some important questions are Involv- 


ed in th« fishery right suits which are 
soon to come before the courts. It Is 
barely three weeks now before the end 
of the two ypars given for citizens of 
the Territory to file their claims, June 
14, 1902, 
being the last day for that pur- 


pose 
Nearly forty suits have already 


been filed by interested parties, claim- 
ing private fishing rights, and A. G. M. 
Robertson has been designated by the 
Territory as special counsel to present 
the questions Involved in the courts. 


These fishery suits are of unusual im- 


portance to the citizens of the Terri- 
tory, for, although not generally under- 
stood, it will cost the government thou- 
sands of dollars to settle them. In ad- 
dition to this, it will mean that a large 
number of fisheries, now held by prl- 
•vato parties, will be thrown open to 
public use, for under the provisions of 
the organic act, every citizen of the 
United States will have an equal right 
to these fisheries. 


There 
are two classes of fishing 


claims Involved in the suits already fil- 
ed here, and from these the Attorney 
General will pick out at least two, by 
which all theae questions of law may 
be settled. The first is the claim under 
vested rights, meaning the title to the 
fishery which 
came 
from 
a grant 


through a king or other sovereign of 
the kingdom. The majority 
of 
the 


claims are based upon the law which 
gave to every property owner holding 
land on the sea the fishing right to the 
first line of reefs, or within one mile 
of the low water mark. Upon this last 
point the contest will be fought in the 
courts, on the theory that such right 
is not a legal or a valid one 
If the 


Territory wins on this proposition it 
will mean the saving of thousands of 
dollars which otherwise would have to 
be paid in condemning these claims, for 
under the organic act the Territory is 
required to make 
compensation for 


taking this property for public use. 


All the fisheries of the Territory will, 


after the matter has been adjusted in 
the courts, be thrown open to the citi- 
zens of the United States, for there is 
a provision in the act by which all fish- 
ing rights, vested or otherwise, may be 
condemned, and after all these claims 
have been filed, condemnation proceed- 
ings will be brought by the Attorney 
General. 


Although there are but forty claims 


in Honolulu, there are a great many 
more in the other courts of the islands, 
as the suits can be instituted in any 
Circuit Court of the Territory. It is 
the plan now to have the cases first 
heard in the Circuit Court, then to ap- 
peal 
Immediately to the Supreme 


Court, and have the cases advanced 
on the calendar, so that the important 
questions involved may be finally de- 
termined as soon as possible 
There is 


of course no question as to the right 
of the Territory to take possession of 
these private fishing claims and con- 
demn them for public use, 
but the* 


amount of damages to be assessed in 
each Instance, if there be any, will be 
a matter which wil require consider- 
able litigation 


The following are the prov isions of 


the law under which the Attorney Gen- 
eral must act 


Sec 95 That all laws of the Republic 


of Hawaii which confer exclusive fish- 
ing rights upon any person or persons, 
are hereby repealed, and all fisheries 
of the Territory of Hawaii, not includ- 
ed in any fish pond or artificial inclos- 
ure shall be free to all citizens of the 
United States, subject, 
however, 
to 


vested rights, but no such vested right 
shall be valid after three years from 
the- taking effect of this act, unless es- 
tablished as hereinafter provided 


Sec. 
96 That any person who claims 


.1 private right to any such fishery 
shall, within two years after the taking 
effect of this act, file his petition in a 
Circuit Court of the Territory of Ha- 
waii, setting forth his claim to such 
Pshing right, service of which petition 
shall be made upon the Attorney Gen- I 
oral who shall conduct the case for the ' 
Territory and such case shall be con- 
du"ted as an ordinary action at law. 


That if such fishing right be estab- 


lished, the Attorney General of
